fle Denies the Chamber Scene—Never 
Looked at the Engravings—etc. 


]By telegraph to The Constitution. } 

New York, July 23.—Mr. Beecher 
has made a ery statement, in re- 
-ply to Mr. Tilton, denying in toto ‘the 
charges of the latter and’ warmly defend- 
ing Mrs. Tilton from the accusation of 
her husband, and for whom he says he 
cherishes a pure feeling such as a gentle- 
man might honorably offer to a christian 
woman,: and while she might receive and 
reciprocate without moral scruple. He 
rejects with indignation every imputation 
which reflects on her honor or his ‘own. 
Mr. Beecher critically’ examines’ Mr. 
Tilton’s charges and recognizes 
the reasons which made this of tran-’ 
scendent importance * to himself, the: 
church, and cause of}public morality, that 
a full answer shall be given to them, and 
he looks to the committee of investiga- 
tion to search the matter to the bottom 
and vindicate him, He concludes; I do 
not propose to analyse and contest at 
this time the extraordinary paper of Mr. 
Tilton, but there are two allegations which 
I cannot permitto pass without special 
notice. They refer to only two instances in 
which Mr. ‘Tilton had witnessed person- 
ally. The one alleged scene in my house, 
while looking over engravings, and the 
other a chamber scene in his own house. 
Hlis statements concerning these are ab- 
solutely false. Nothing of the kind ever 
occurred, nor any semblance of sucha 
thing. They are now brought to my no- 
tice for the first time. 

To every statement which connects me 
dishonorably with Mrs. Elizabeth 
R. Tilton, or which in any wise 
would impugn the honor and purity of 
this beloved christian woman, | give the 
most explicit, comprehensive and solemn 
denial. 

The statement of Mrs. Tilton, 
which will be made public, it is un- 
derstood, will be a complete denial 
of all the charges made against Beecher 
and herself, by her husband. 

Beecher will prepare a more full and 
concise reply, to be submitted to the in- 
vestigating committee at as early date as 
possible.

THE SEPTENNATE. 


President MacMahon Delines his Po- 
sition. 


[Ly Leleyruph to The Constelution, | 


Parts, July 23.—President MacMahon 
in response to a deputation of members 
of the Assembly who waitedjon him, said, 
he was not summoned to power in order 
to restore cither the monarchy or empire. 
His acts proved that he would not par- 
ticipate in such enterprises. The law 
which created the. Septennate still less 
imposed upon him a task of constituting 
a republic. Perier’s bill offered him 
nothing, but by isolating him 
from conservatives, by whose aid 
he wished to be governed, and would 
deprive him of much, consequently min- 
isters would declare jin his name _ he re- 
jected the project. In conclusion he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the proclamation 
of the Republie might disturb order and 
peace; but if the laws he asked for were 
voted. The Septennate would be a gov- 
ernment calculated to inspire confidence 
and rest. It is now understood that the 
government will demand of the Assembly 
the adoption of laws referred to by the 
President vice the constitutional — bill, 
drawn up by the committee of thirty, to- 
gether with three additional measures, 
proposed by the Minister of the Interior, 
to that committee on the 10th instant. 


AN ENGLISH DINING. 


Disraeli Expresses his Fatherly Con- 
cern for the Nations of Europe. 


[By Telegraph to the Constitution. ] 

Lonpon, July 23.—The Lord Mayor 
gave a banquet to-night to Her 
Majesty’s Ministers at the Mansion 
House. Disraeli, answering a toast to 
the Ministry, said: ‘*‘ No one is able to 
view the state of Europe with compla- 
cency. Every one must deplore the an- 
archical condition of some of the most 
favored countries. The friendship of 
England is more sought for by the lead- 
ing powers of Europe and America, and 
England would use her influence in the 
interests of peace.” 

Disraeli repudiated the principle that 
the country was not to be held responsi- 
ble in the many questions which might 
arise abroad affecting the fortunes of the 
world. He believed that the influence of 
England might now be most effectually 
exercisedto reconcile the discordant and 
distrustfal interests. She might assist 
the distracted countries with her sympa- 
thy and counsel, and resume a position 
worthy ot her prestige.

Army of North Virginia. 


Colonel C. S. Venable, of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, delivered an annual ad- 
dress befere the ‘‘Association of the 
Army of Nothern Virginia,” which met 
in the Hall of the House of Delegates, in 
Richmond recently. The speaker was 
introduced by Gen. Fitz Lee, and took 
for his subject ‘“‘The campaign from the 
Wilderness to Petersburg.” After giving 
asketch of the oration at considerable 
length, the Richmond Dispatch publishes 
the following concluding remarks of the 
speaker: 

‘““My comrades, I feel that I have 
given but a feeble picture of this grand 
period in the history of tits time of trial 
of our beloved South—a history which is 
the great gift of God, and which we 
must hand down as a holy heritage to our 
children, not to teach them to cherish a 
spirit of bitterness or a love for war, but 
to show them that their fathers bore 
themselves worthily in the strife when 
to do battle became a sacred duty. He- 
roic history is the living soul of ana- 
tion’s renown. When the traveller in 
Switzerland beholds the monument to 
the thirteen hundred brave mountaineers 
who met the overwhelming hosts of 
their proud inyaders, and as he reads 
in their epitaph, “Who fell  un- 
conquered, but wearied with victory, 
giving their souls to God and their 
bodies to their enemy; or when 


William Tell, transplanted by pious, - pa- 
triotic friends from the sages of another 
people to inspire the youth of that moun- 
tain land with a hatred of tyrants and a 
love of heroic deeds—when he contem- 
plates that wonderful monument by Thur- 
waldsen on the shores of Lake Lucerne 
in commemoration of the fidelity in 
death of the Swiss Guard of Louis XVI 
—a colossal lion. cut out of the. living 
rock, pierced by a fatal javelin, and yet 
in death protecting the lily of France 
with his paw—he asks himself how many 
men of the nations of the world have 
been inspited with a love of freedom by 
the monuments and heroic stories of lit- 
tle Switzerland. 

Comrades, we need not weave any fable

-outh with admiration of glorious deeds 
in freedom’s battle: done. In the true 
history of this Army of Northern Virgin- 
ia. which laid down its arms not conquer- 
ed, but wearied with victory, you have a 
record of deeds of valor, of unselfish 
consecration to duty, and faithfulness in 
death which will teach our sons and our 
sons’ sons how to die for liberty.

The Macon Telegraph contains statistics 


tions, have not been in vain. The follow- 
ing figures were gathered by our con- 
temporary from the crop returns of Macon 
county, which is most advantageously 
located in the heart of the cotton belt: 


acres. 
+ The food crops exceed the cotton 6,887 
}acres, and including the orchards and 
vineyards, there is an excess of 8,426 
acres. Such a showing is reassuring; 
and we hope every county will be able to 
boast an equally wise proportion of crops 
next season. A similar policy through- 
out the State, would soon cause Georgia 
to blossom as the rose, and would lift 
from her broad acres the liens and incum- 
brances that now cripple her usefulness 
and power. 

We are not among those who believe 
that the State has raised her own food 
this year. The Cumming Clarion, it is 
true, quotes wheat at ninety cents a bush- 
el, and there are plenty of men who pre- 
dict ridiculously low prices for corn; 
but when the truth is_ reached 


next summer we very much 
fear the figures will again show that no 


small amount of our cotton money has 
been sent off tothe West for produce 
that we could and should have grown at 
home. We base this chiefly on the well 
known fact that the reports of the spring 
overflow induced both a change in acre- 
age against the corn crop, and a partial 
neglect of the latter in the field, in order 
that the cotton crop might be pushed to 
the utmost. While every planter hopes 
for a small general crop, he has been do- 
ing his best to make it as large as possi- 
ble. This is the reverse of common sense, 
but so are all the other phases of the cot- 
ton mania thafhas well nigh ruined the 
South since the war. 

Let us not, however, take an unneces- 
sarily gloomy view of thesituation. Our 
fields will not this year produce every- 
thing that we need in the way of food, 
but a substantial gain in the right direc- 
tion has been achieved. The planter now 
thoroughly knows that acrop of 3,000,- 
000 bales is worth as much tothe South 
as one of 4,000,000 bales, and he begins 
to see, too, the futility and selfishness 
and false economy of expecting his 
neighbor to raise the corn, while he 
raises cotton on the sly fora big price. 
He sees that that is a game all can play at, 
and that all must abandon such foolish- 
ness for a medium and more profi- 
table policy. The reaction is the 
result of sore experience, hastened per- 
haps by the timely warnings and counsels 
of the press and of public speakers; and 
we trust it will gather force until each 
man’s cotton crop represents his clear 
profiton a year’s industry. He should 
raise something of every needful article 
that his land will produce, leaving cotton 
to be his clear money crop. Such a 
course would maintain the price of the 
staple, and bring a certain prosperity to 
the whole South. The returns from Macon 
county indicate that we are moving in 
the right direction.

Among the Song-Birds. 


The New York Graphic devotes a cou- 
ple of columns to an interesting account 
of the feathered pets,of foreign birth, how 
they are trapped, imported and taught. 
The writer says there are thirteen impor- 
ters of birds, and hundreds of dealers in 
New York alone. Avvisit toone of the 
importer’s shops is a rare sight. At first 
the noise is deafening. From hundreds 
of active little throats there comes every 
variety of singing, whistling, warbling and 
trilling, varied at times by the discor- 
dant tones of some great bird in gorgeous 
plumage. 

The best songsters are bred and raised 
in the Hartz mountains, which forms the 
boundary between Hanover and Bruns- 
wick in Germany.The best thrusher, lin- 
nots and finches are from there. Even the 
canaries are raised by the Hartz people. 
This bird, as its name implies, was a na- 
tive of the Canary Islands, and its color, 
originally, was a greenish gray, Domes- 
tication has completely changed it; and 
after a'shipwreck had led some canaries 
to take refuge on the Island of Elba, all 
Europe went into the importation of 
them. The mountaineers of the wooded 
Hartz country soon took the lead in their 
culture, and the best songsters ere the 
products of theiggRill and musical tui- 
tion. 

The importers of New York have their 
agents in some of the little cities at the 
foot of the Hartz hills who buy from the 
women that go about from house to 
house all over the mountains, with great 
crates on their backs to hold whatever 
birds they may be able to purchase. One 
million are sent away annually from the 
Hartz country, and one New York im- 
porter sells 40,000 a year. The average 
canary will bring $4, but a splendid 
singer will sell for $6 or $7. 

Of the tropical birds, the peacocks 
come first. The white peacocks are na- 
tives of Australia, but are raised in Eng- 
land. A fine pair is worth $200. The 
best whistlers are the troopioles from 
South America. The parrots come from 
almost all the countries in the tropics, but 
the African and Mexican parrots are the 
best talkers. The finest of the African 
grays are worth $80 apiece. 

But the fancier’s stock was almost end- 
less; and the reporter was glad to escape 
from the indescribable clatter into the 
comparative quiet of the crowded street.

It has now 
came out that directly after this investi- 
gation a party of three well-known phy- 
sicians,“who were anxious to learn all they 
could about the boy, called upon his 
mother and had a very pleasant and can- 
did interview with her. ssi told their 
errand, and she gave them all the infor- 
mation in her power. Among other 
things, she said that her husband was a 
butcher, and that ashort time before 
the birth of the boy she was in the 
habit of guing daily to the slaughter- 
house to witness the killing of the ani- 
mals, and that somehow, she took a par- 
ticular delight in seeing her husband 
butcher the sheep, the calves and the cat- 
tle, and not unfrequently she assisted 
him in this bloody work. She also said 
that after Jessie was born and became 
old enough to have a knife in his hand he 
was all the time, when opportunity offer- 
ed, sticking a knife’ into pieces 
of meat, and when a lItttle older and 
about his father’s market he did the same 
thing. He was simply marked by his 
mother just as other children have been, 
only in a different way. 

The family consists of four persons— 
the father and two sons. The parents, 
for some reason best knowu to them- 
selves, do not live together, and have not 
for some time. The father is a rather 
short, stout man, about forty years of 

e, and is employed at Faneuil Hall 
Market as a lugger of beef. The mother 
is rather tall for a woman, is younger 
than her husband, and is generally spoken 
of as a pleasant sort of lady. She carries 
on the dress-making business, and is said 
to have plenty of work most of the time. 
The elder son, Charles J. Pomeroy, is 
about seventeen years of age and bears a 
rood reputation among his acquaintances.

A Madman Commits Suicide by Jnm- 
ping into a Vat of Lye. 


[From the New Orleans Times. | 

Yesterday morning one of the employes 
in Keller’s soap factory, corner of St. 
Andrew and Howard streets, having oc- 
casion to clean a bottle, went toa Targe 
kettle that stands in one corner of the 
building, to procure therefrom some lye, 
when he was horrified to behold therein 
the body of a man. 

The fact was immediately made known, 
and various were the conjectures for a 
time as to who it was, and how the man 
could possibly have got there. The body 
floated face downward, but the dress was 
distinguishable, and was recognized by 
some one as that of an old man, Jay W. 
Furgerson, who was formerly employed 
by Mr. Keller. 

Coroner Folwell was notified, and re- 
paired to the place yesterday, about 2 
o’clock, to investigate matters. All evi- 
dence in connection with the case goes 
to show that the man suicided by drown- 
ing, but that he should have sought out 
such a place and cast himselfinto a ket- 
tle of the very strongest lye, appears 
rather strange in some respects, and is 
only explained on the theory that he 
must have been suffering from a tempor- 
ary aberration of the mind. 

He was discharged from the factory 
last fall, on account of intemperance, 
a which — he has been out of em- 
ployment, and was consequently quite 
destitute. On Wednesday mornint he 
was seen in the factory yard, and doubt- 
less it was shortly thereafter that he re- 
paired to the boiling-room, which had 
for several weeks been unused, and com- 
mitted the act of self-destruction. There 
was no one in that part of the building at 
the time; in fact, it is unfrequented when 
the wipes isnot in operation, else the 
body would have been discovered sooner. 
From footprints on the floor and other 
evidences, it is thought that the man 
first essayed to destroy himself in a tank 
of soft soap, failing in which, he then re- 
sorted ta the kettle of lye. 

This is thought to be the case for the 
reason that the edge of the tank showed 
that some one had crawled out of it, and 
tracks were found leading therefrom to 
the kettle. His hat was found on a bar- 
rel near by and in it the following note : 
‘To the House of Destitute Persons ; 

‘““GENTLEMEN—This poor old man is 
in destitute circumstances. He needs 
some support. His family is scattered 
all over the city. If you don’t take care 
of him he will starve to death. I have 
done all I could for him. The old man 
is respectable, but he cannot get work. 

‘“‘A FrrenD OF HUMANITY.” 

The body presented the most revolting 
sight, for the lye had eaten the flesh from 
the hands and feet tothe very bone, and 
as it was hoisted from the vessel by a 
tackle erected for the —- off a

ALERT. 


Mr. George W. Childs, A. M., proprie- 
tor of the Philadelphia Ledger, is con- 
templating the erection of a statute to 
the finder of Charlie Ross. The editor 
of the Ledger, who has so kindly acceded 
to the request of the detectives and as- 
sumed the management of the case, is 
said to be on the alert.

“It might not do any harm now to let 
the public know what we know, but we 
(meaning District Attorney Mann and 
Captain Hines, Mr. Ross, and several 
others,) intend to hold a consultation to- 
day and decide upon one thing or another. 
We may conclude to drop the whole 
matter and let it work itself out. It’s a 
curious case.” 

The reporter, somewhat startled at the 
frank admission that the police are pow- 
erless, asked, ‘‘Don’t you think some 
trick might be plaved on the abductors, 
and their capture made certain?”

An Old and Warlike South Carolina

Among the few splendid mansions 
spared by thé army of Sherman, still 
ds the ol ay sm house, built 


Revolutionary war and of the war of 1812. 
He was the first Wade Hampton, of South 
Carolina. ringing originally from the 
cavaliers of England, who filled the world 
with their fame, and whose descendants 
still walk the earth as the highest. types 
of ius, his immediate ancestors set- 
tledin Virginia, and from thence he came 
to South Carolina and to Columbia. 

The mansion and its grounds occupy 
one square, or four acres of the city. The 
house is of the old style of architecture. 
Ihave seen hundreds of others in the 
South presenting a much finer external 
appearance ; but the chief attraction of 
the place is its shrub , its rare trees 
and exotics. It looks like an earthly 

radise. 

He was twice married. By his first. 
wife a son was born to him, whom he 
called Wade. Two or three daughters 
were the result of the second marriage. 
John 8. Preston married his daugter 
Caroline, and ex-Governor Manning his 
daughtcr Susan. He accumulated a vast 
estate around him, and is said to have 
owned one thousand slaves. I have of- 
ten, when a boy, heard old omy say 
that he owned so many that he did not 
know them when he met them, and that 
they were constantly introducing them- 
selves to him. But be this as it may, 
when he died he left all or nearly all of 
his property to his son. 

hen the successor to the house and to 
the estate read the will he did what few 
men ever did before or since. He tore it 
in a hundred pieces and then made an ex- 
act and equal division of all his father’s 
propery between himself and half-sisters. 

As soon as the war of 1812 broke out 
this Wade Hampton offered his sword to 

teneral Jackson, and was assigned a po- 
sition on his staff. He was one of his 
aids at the battle of New Orleans, Like 
his father, he was thrifty, and added 
greatly to the estate, making purchases 
of large tracts of land in the valley of 
the Mississippi, which even yet remain in 
the family, believe. His step-mother 
lived to a great old age, and did not die 
until some time just before or during the 
late war between the States. 

The third Wade Hampton is the one 
living to-day, who so distinguished him- 
self during the Confederate war. He has 
been twice married, and is now a widow- 
er. His first wife was a Miss Preston. 
By this marriage three sons were born— 
Wade, Christopher and Frank. His son 
Wade served on the staff of General Jo- 
seph E. Jolnston. Preston was on the 
staff of ,his father, and was killed by his 
side. His second wife was a daughter of 
Senator McDutffie.— Columbia (S. C.) Cor- 
respondence Louisville Courier-Journal.

The A¢yuittal of Geo. M. Bail. 


To the exclusion of other matters of local 
character, we have giyen our columns for 
several days tothe publication of the testi- 
mony just concluded yesterday morning in 
this case. The parties connected, and the 
witnesses, about thirty in number, were all 
from ae county, though the killing of 
Wm. D. Mitchell occurred in Bibb, within a 
few miles of Macon. The case was one of 
unusual interest, and the court room was 
thro with auditors during the whole 
trial. After the testimony was concluded, 
it was agreed among the counsel that three 
speeches would be made on each side, limit- 
ing each speaker to an hour’s time. 

uch was expected of these gentlemen in 
forensic effort and knowledge of criminal 
law; bor was that expectation disappointed, 
for the arguments were exhausted upon 
both sides, and the eloquence displayed was 
never surpassed, and probably never equal- 
ed, on any one trial in the present court- 
room. 

Wm. D. Mitchell settled in Twiggs county 
in 1865. He was possessed of fascinating 
manners, handsome appearance and a silver 
tongue, and was fond of wive and women. 
He was hospitably received by the neigh- 
borhood where he resided for a long time, 
and became, through the hospitality of Dr. 
Bull, well acquainted with his family. 

Mitchell was a married man, about thirty 
years of age, and considered himself the 
pay Lothario of his section. He took pride 

boasting of his conquests in love matters, 
and voluntarily{.entertaineds friends and 
strangersg with his exploits in libertinism. 
He proclaimed his triumph over the young 
daughter of Dr. Bull, and persisted in re- 
peating the storv of his intimacy with her 
until her character was blighted 
and society excluded her. These _re- 

orts were communicated to Dr. 

ull, who made them known to 
his son George. Efforts were made by Dr. 
Bull to trace the origin of these poisonous 
rumors, and they were found in every in- 
stance to emanate from the lips of Mitchell. 
Dr. Bull sought through a friend an inter- 
view with Mitchell, both parties to meet 
without arms, in the presence of mutual 
friends. A denial upon Mitchell’s part of 
his intimacy with Bull’s daughter was all 
that was required to stop the rumors and 
reconcile all parties. Mitchell avoided the 
interview, and secretly left for South Caro- 
lina. Ina menth afterwards he returned to 
Twiggs county and renewed the eirculation 
of the rumors, and told of his numerous 
illicit love adventures while absent, and ex- 
»yressed his intention to continue them in 
‘wiggs. Threats were made by. Bull and 
Mitchell to kill each other, hey went 
armed for several months without a meet- 
ing. Dr. Bull removed from the neighbor- 
hood, and Mitchell continued to _per- 
secute his family. Finally, on the 29th 
of May last, Dr. Bull and somwere in am- 
bush near Macon, and the son fired upon 
Mitchell while passing along the road, and 
he was instantly killed. 

There was not a word in the evidence to 
show that Miss Bull had been seduced, oth- 
erthan Mitchell’s own babbling statements 
and avowals to others. The slanders were 
as injurious to the character of the young 
girlas the act could have been were she 
guilty. Judge Hill so charged the jury on 
this point, and that body seemed to act up- 
on it, for after setting three days and con- 
fined two nights from all outside matters, 
they rendered a verdict. in less than half an 
hour’s consideration of—not qguilty,,— Macon 
Biar.

We arrived at Atlanta at midnight, and 
were received and conducted to the Kimball 
House by a committee of citizens. 


THE KIMBALL HOUSE 


is a very fine and attractive hotel. Its first, 
or reception floor, is very large; and in the 
centre is a marble reservoir, some ten or 
twelve feet in diameter, into which fall the 
waters which shoot up from a beautiful 
fountain, and ia the basin and around the 
edges of which are growing a large variety 
of most exquisite plants and flowers.

THE STABBING AF FRAY. 


Edmondson in Jail—Condition of the 
Wounded Man. 


As stated in yesterday’s Constitutiou Mr. 
A. Edmondson, the hero of Wednesda 

night’s stabbing affray, is in custody. He 
was arrested shortly past one o’clock on 
that night by Lieutenant Langley and 
officer Pat Owens, Edmondson’s house near 
Mr. Reed’s Mill, and near the grocery in 
front of which the affray took place. The 
officers thinking Edmondson would re- 
turn, laid in wait around the house. He 
did return and was arrested in tke bar- 
room, The officers took their prisoner im- 
mediately to jail where he now is. 


WARRANT TAKEN OUT. 

During yesterday, it was feared that the 
prisoners counsel would make an attempt 
to have him released on a writ of habeas 
corpus. This was talked about freely, and to 
prevent any possibility of its being accom- 
plished, Lieutenant Langley appeared be- 
fore Justicé William Butt in the morning 
and took out a warrant against him for ‘‘as- 
sault with intent to murder.’’ No day has 
yet been fixed for the trial, as the fate of 
tie wounded man, Henry Fergerson is in- 
volved in the deepest uncertainty. No trial 
will probably be had until it is known 
whether he will live or die. 

THE WOUNDS, 


Ferguson received three wounds, a gash 
over the right temple some two inches in 
length, penetrating the skull. Whether the 
knife blade reached the brain has not yet 
been ascertained. Also, two stabs, one near 
the right breast, passing oblique under the 
breast bone; the other immediately under 
the right arm. Both of these stabs varied 
from one and a half to two inches in length 
at the ofice, and extended into the cavity 
of the chest. 

A Reporter of Tne CoNsTITUTION called 
upon one of Ferguson’s physicians yester- 
day and learned from him that Ferguson 
had rallied slightly and was doing as well as 
could be expected. The great danger is 
from internal injury. He has as yet spit 
no blood, which is a favorable sign, but it 
will require several days to settle this 
question definitely. At best, his condition 
is regarded as being dangerous. 

THE KNIFE. 


The knife Edmondson used is an ordinary 
single bladed dirk knife. The blade comes 
to a sharp point and is about two and a half 
inches in length. With such a weapon a 
man could inflict the most deadly wounds.

AtTLanta, Ga., July 20, 1874. 

Atlanta is the most remarkable place 
in the South. I saw itinthe summer 
of 1865. in al) of its terribie desolation, 
and am confideat there was not sufficent 
roofing left to shelter comfortably a thou- 
sand people. I reached Atlanta at a late 
hour, and the chimaeys of ruined homes 
rose gaunt and weird in the bright moon- 
light. of the clear summer night. Every 
shanty inthe place was dignified with 
the title of hotel, and the runners were 
numerous and noisy. Mr. Haldeman, of 
the old Courier, was aboard, and sought 
quarters which he recommended to me, 
but the style of the Bell House, which 
offered guests a free ride, caught me. 
Arriving at the hotel we were requested 
to step up and pay for supper, lodging, 
and breakfast. Several, who had taken 
supper at Stone Mountain and who ex- 

cted to leave next morning at an ear! 
boar too early for the last named meal, 
objected, but were told to pay or leave, 
and in no very mild terms either. To 
make matters worse, | recognized in our 
hostess adiareputable character whom | 
had met officially while on provost duty 
at Dalton. 

A vindictive garrison, lawless moar 
and unemployed white men rendered the 
streets of Atlanta.in those days far from 
safe after nightfall, so I concluded to set- 
tle up and remain the night through. 
The house had four rooms—two on each 
side of a wide passage, on a level with the 
street, and two basement rooms built on 
the slope of the hill under therear rooms, 
with steps leading up into back part of 
hall. n this hall two men and my- 
self, all strangers toeach other, were as- 
signed pallets. Before we retired, one 
of my companions expressed his fears 
concerning the character of the other, 
As I was a perfect stranger, I naturally 
suspectcd his objectin confidny in me. 
We went to rest, not altogether satisfied 
with each other, and for along time I 
found it impossible to go to sleep. Ex- 
hausted nature had hardly succumbed 
when I was aroused by a sharp struggle. 
The moonlight showed my suspicious 
companion with a chair in vigorous pur- 
suit of two men who rolled pell-mell 
dgwn the rear stairs. Our hostess soon 

ut ina partial appearance by peeping 
rom her room door. She insisted that 
we were mistaken; that her household 
was an honest one, and that we must 
either be quiet or be gone. Then came 
more confidence from my suspicious com- 
panion. He informed me that he had 
deposited with the landlady, to be kept 
until morning, over $1,200. His excite- 
ment and a were not allayed 
much when I told them of the woman’s 
character. It was evident that the plan 
was to murder him, retain the money, 
and throw the suspicions of the crime 
upon his other companion and myself. 
Not knowing with whom we would have 
to contend, we decided not to make any 
demand for the money until morning. 
We remained three excited watchers 
until daylight, when we secured the de- 
vosit Without further trouble and left the 
ell House without waiting for the break- 
fast for which we had paid in advance. 

What a contrast this picture offers with 
Atl ‘nta of to-day! One must see its hand- 
some buildings, wellepaved streets, teem- 
ing with business and life, its order, vim 
and enterprise, to appreciate the change. 
There is not one of its population of 
thirty thousand who does not believe that 
Atlanta will go to sixty thousand in ten 
years; and with such faith all things are 
possible.

We are looking 
every day for Old Probabilities to order 
cautionary signals fo be displayed at At- 
lanta for the benefit of the revenue fleet 
which the department will no doubt 
launch upon Peachtree creek. Atlanta’s 
future cannot be foretold. St. Louis is 
great, and waxes greater because it has 
such a location that it can’t help it. So 
with Atlanta, and it has enterprise to push 
it. A new element in its prosperity is its 
large cotton receipts, which are annually 
increasing. The use of guano to hasten 
the maturity of the plant and the superior 
healthfulness of the country have moved 


the cotton belt up a hundred miles.

COFFEE. 


Where it Comes from—How it is 
Grown— Manner of Gathering, 
and its Preparation for 
Breukfast. 


There are about one hundred millions 
of people on the face of the globe who 
would regard the loss of their daily cup 
of coffee as one of the greatest privations 
they could endure, although it is only for 
the last two hundred years that coffee 
has been generally known to the civilized 
world. 

Coffee is popularly supposed to have 
been first used by the Arabians, but care- 
ful research leads us to the knowledge 
that the Ethiopians and Abyssinians 
knew of its strengthening and invigorat- 
ing qualities for many years before the 
natives of Arabia used it. It is said that 
the savages of higher Ethiopia pounded 
the parched bean as they would grain, 
making a coarse flour from it which they 
mixed with grease and separated into lit- 
tle balls: Two or three of these balls 
would support a mana whole day, and 
were, therefore, as they took up little 
room, in high favor with the warriors 
while out on marauding expeditions. 

Arabia, however, had the honor of first 
introducing it to the civilized world. It 
was introdu:ed there by the Persians, who 
had procured it from the Ethiopians. 
The city of Aden was the first place 
where it became popular as a beverage. 
From there it spread rapidly over Arabia 
and Turkey, and led to the establishment 
of the coffee-houses which are to be 
found in almost every part of the world. 

The coffee plant is an evergreen, and if 
allowed would grow to a height of six- 
teen or seventeen feet, but in extensive 
plantations it is topped and stunted to 
about five, so that the berries can be 
picked with greater convenience. The 
stem of the tree or shrub is from ten to 
fifteen inches in circumference, and the 
bark whitish and somewhat rough, while 
the leaf is long and graceful, covered 
with a silvery furze on the underside, 
and resembling in general appearance 
that of the citrontree. When full grown 
it looks like a small apple tree. When 
the tree begins to grow old, the lower 
branches bend and extend themselves in 
a round form somewhat like an umbrella. 
As on the nutmeg tree, blossoms and 
green and ripe fruit may be seen on each 
shrub at any season of the year. 

When the blossoms fall off there springs 
from under it a small fruit, first green, 
but becoming red as it ripens. This is 
very like a cherry, and quite pleasant to 
eat. The pit of this cherry is the coffee 
of commerce. We are wrong though in 
calling it a pit; it is rather a bean inclosed 
in a thin skin which holds the two halves 
together. . When the bean is perfectly 
ripe, the cherry or fleshy outside, which 
was before good to eat, dries and forms 
a deep brown pod for the berry, which is 
then ready to pick. 

The coffee berry when ripe is, in the 
West Indies, Java, Ceylon, and South 
America, prepared for market by a ma- 
chine process called pulping and washing, 
which greatly expedites matters, and 
gives a quality of coffee much preferred 
by dealers, as it makes a clearer and 
brighter bean. It is a fact not generally 
known to consumers, however, that the 
old-fashioned process of curing, as it is 
done in Persiaand Arabia, is much su- 
perior, and the same quantity of coffee 
that is cured in ihe pulp by the action of 
the sun will produce a much stronger de- 
coction than that which has been pulped 
and washed, for the mucilaginous sub- 


stange which is washed off by the pulp- 


ing process is absorbed by the beah when 
cured the other way. This givesstrength 
to the product, and enhances its aromatic 
flavor. 

Ancther fact not generally known 
about coffee here is thatthe leaves con- 
tainthe same essential principleas the 
berry, and that a beverage made from 
them is equal, if not superior, to the in- 
fusion of the berryitself. During a vis- 
it to Sumatra, some years since, we had a 
hunting expedition into the interlor of 
While stopping ata village 
we observed a native making an infusion 
of some dried leaves, and curious to see 
what beverage he was concocting, we 
tisted it, and foun! to our surprise that 
it was most excellent coffee. For a small 
piece of tobacco we bought several 
pounds of the dried leaves, and used them 
entirely during the remainder of the ex- 
pedition, as we found they made much 
superior coffee to the beans we had 
brought with us, besides being muc}: 
less trouble to prepare. 

The consumption of coffee in the United 
States is nearly double that of any coun- 
try in the world, and the increasing con- 
sumption throughout the world threat- 
ens to make the Cemand more than the 
present sources of production can supply. 
For some years past Mexico has export- 
ed a small quantity of avery superior 
article, and through our wendenied State 
of California wild coffee shrubs are 

lentiful, and pronounced by experts to 
ve capable of producing under cultiva- 


\tion a very superior grale of coffee.
